The preliminary results of a blood-lead study of residents of 
Granite City, Madison, Venice and Pontoon Beach conducted by 
the Illinois Department of Public Health show that just over 5 
percent of those tested had blood lead: levels exceeding the 
federal safety guidelines. 

Although the IDPH said it is too early to reach firm conclusions 
about the source of the contamination, the IDPH’s Tom Schafer 
said, “‘There is an indication ... of lead paint in the home” of all 
of the participants who exceeded the safe level. 

The tests were run in conjunction with, but independently of, 
the federal Environmental Protection Agency’s plans to remove 
all residential soil exceeding 500 parts per million of lead in a 
large area surrounding the Taracorp lead waste pile, located just 
south of downtown Granite City.

Testimony has begun in the 
jury trial of a man accused of 
Stealing public money to pay a 
private debt. 

Ronald Presson, 42, the former 
head of the Southwestern Illinois 
Tourism Bureau, now based in 
Highland, is charged with steal- 
ing $10,000 from the bureau to 
pay off a personal debt, Assis- 
tant State’s Attorney Duane Bai- 
ley said during opening state- 
ments Nov. 4 

The bureau serves an eight- 
county area, including much of 
Madison County. 

Presson’s attorney, Ralph 
Mendelsohn, reserved his open- 
ing statement, but he has said 
the alleged theft was an account- 
ing error-and not a crime. 

Presson was charged Aug. 23, 
1990, with felony theft after a 
special audit of the burea 
books revealed ‘‘misappropria- 
tion” of money. 

Prosecutors alleged the Col- 
linsville man authorized and 
cashed a $10,000 check in May 
1990 to pay for a promotional 
film, knowing the film had 
already ‘been paid for. 

Initial prosecution witnesses 
included an accountant who 
audited the bureau’s books, one 
of Presson’s former co-workers 
and a man who personally 
loaned Presson $10,000. 

Accountant » David Wrigle: 
who took care of the bureau’s 
books for two years, testified 
that he was asked to’do a spe- 
cial audit. 

“The board had «suspected 
there had been some misappro- 
priation of funds,”’ he said. “I 
was not able to find anything to 
substantiate the $10,000. I never 
did see any kind of receipt.’’ 

Robert Ermovick, former vice 
president of the organization, 
also testified he couldn’t account 
for the $10,000. .

Alcohol no excuse for murder 


If a person gets drunk, picks up a gun, aims it at another 
rson, pulls the wipeet and the other person drops dead, a 
ry is going to call it first-degree murder: 

That’s because the action taken by the person with the gun 
fs one that a reasonable person would assume ‘could result in 
death. Whether or not the person was drunk. 

But if a person gets drunk, gets in a.car, starts down the 
highway, runs into another person and the other person drops 
dead, a jury will, at most, call it involuntary manslaughter. 

Is it because the action is lacking? 

A resonable rson would assume that, when a drunk 
person is propelling a ton-and-a-half of steel toward another 

‘ rson at 55 miles per hour, it is an action that could result in 
leath. 

Is it because the drunk driver didn’t mean to do it and now, 
clean-shaven and sober, feels really bad about it? 

The chances are the drunk with the gun never meant for it 
to happen, either. And the drunk with the gun may feel even 
‘worse about the death since the chances are greater that that 
person knew his or her victim. 

So what is the big difference? 

Law enforcement officials say it’s because, on a 12-person 

ry, the chances are that at least six of them have, at some 

ime in their life, driven under the influence of alcohol. Oh, 
they may not have been caught. It could be that not even their 
families know about it. 

But each rson knows it. And those people can’t help 
thinking, “there but for the grace of God goI.”’ As a result, 
those people feel just a little more tolerant toward the drunk 
behind the wheel. . 

What’s wrong with this logic? 

The fact is that, sometime in our lives, every one of us has 
done at least one really stupid thing that we got away with. 

Does this mean that, when our children do something really 
stupid, we have forever forfeited our right to punish them? 
After all, the only difference is that they got caught and we 
didn’t. 

If that argument makes sense, if we have no right to punish 
our children, then there is nothing wrong with the logic — let 
the drunk driver go. 

But, if that argument sounds as silly as it is, take another 
lopk at the drun! Behind the wheel. Is there any doubt that 
action could resilt in death? 

If it could, it’s a murderous action. 

When it does, it’s murder.

We spend billions for weapons 
of questionable value with hard- 
ly a whimper 

But to spend a tiny fraction of 
that amount to help people in 
distress and to encourage 
democracy seems painful. Yet 
our citizens believe fervently in 
democracy and are generous to 
those in need. 

What causes this apparent 
inconsistency? 

First, Americans know that we 
have major unmet needs in our 


nation. If they felt our govern- 
ment was moving vigorously to 
help our own people, there would 
be greater tolerance of assis- 
tance abroad. But they know 
that help for our own people is 
anemic 

Second, there is an exaggerat- 
ed sense of how much foreign 
economic~aid there is. It is one- 
half of one percent of the bud- 
get. 

But spending on foreign mili- 
tary programs (including what 
we spend for the defense of 
Europe and Japan) is much 
more significant, about 10 per- 
cent of the budget. That can and 
should be reduced. 

We spend less on economic 
foreign aid than the Western 
European nations and Japan, but 
significantly more on foreign 
military aid. 

Third, the president, members 
of Congress and the media have 
to do a better job of explaining 
the issues and the importance of 
needs of others to the future of 
our own nation.

Whe cat-licensing plan recent- 
ly proposed by the Madison 

unty Board’s Animal Control 
Committee should receive pet 
owners’ enthusiastic endorse 
ment. 


Although there’s certain to be 
a few outraged cat owners who 
will object to the small licensing 
fee, let’s hope they remain a 
minority, for the plan offers 
many benefits at relatively little 
cost. > 

First, the proposed differen- 
tial-licensing plan — under 
which pet owners who allow 
their cats to breed pay a higher 
fee — is a first big step toward 
controlling the severe pet over- 
population problem in the coun- 
ty. 
Humane advocates’ encourage- 
ment of Spaying and neutering 
has unfortunately had too little 
effect on irresponsible pet own- 
ers. 

By providing an economic 
incentive to spay or neuter, the 
county will be helping to provide 
a real solution ‘to the pet popula- 
tion explosion. At present, 
regretably, the only “solution” is 
to kill the thousands of unwanted 
animals after they are born and 
discarded. 

Second, by providing licensing 
tags to cat owners, ison 
County Animal Control will be 
able to reunite lost cats with 
their owners. 

At present, only a handful of 
the cats that enter the county’s 
facility are ever returned to 
their owners. 

(Because outside cats often 
wander and are away for a few 
days, owners often don’t realize 
they are. missing until it’s too 
late and the animals have been 
killed.) i 

In counties where licensing 
has been instituted, there have 
been dramatic improvements in 
locating the owners of lost cats. 

And third, by requiring an 
annual rabies shot, the~county 
will be addressing a potential 
health problem it until now 
ignored. 

Cats, because they often hunt 
and kill wild animals, are as 
likely as dogs to contract rabies. 
It seems only logical that both 
dogs and cats should receive 
rabies preventative. 

I urge pet owners to support 
the county’s efforts to control 
the pet overpopulation and to 
improve the chances of survival 
for lost pets by endorsing the

A group seeking $5.5 million to 
bring U.S. Olympic Festival 
track and field events to SIUE 
will get out of the starting block 
this week. 

Mary Kane, executive director 
of the Southwestern Illinois 
Development Authority .and 
spearhead of the effort to 
include Southern Ilinois Univer- 
sity at Edwardsville in the festi- 


val, said the Committee of 200 
will discuss fund-raising strate- 


The committee includes lead- 
ers from business, the university 
and athletics. Members will dis- 
cuss how-to approach private- 
sector organizations, including 
corporations and foundations, 
Kane said. 

She said the committee also 
will discuss ‘‘ways to identify 
and recognize the donors.”” 

The university has until next 
summer to raise the money for a 
nine-lane track, 5,000-seat stadi- 
um, lockers and concession 
stands for the 1994 festival. 

Kane agreed with Jim Penne- 
kamp..of the Leadership Council 
of Southwestern IHinois that 
most of the money would have to 
be raised in this region because 
the Illinois Legislature cannot be 
counted on for state money. 

Some people have advocated 
having track and field events at 
Washington University in St. 
Louis, but Kane said the majori- 
ty backed a regional approach. 
She said Washington University 
officials have been ‘‘very gra- 
cious and understanding.”” That 
school will be the backup site if 
SIUE cannot raise the money. 

Kane said she thought there 
would ‘‘definitely be support’* 
from both sides of the river in 
the fund-raising effort and that 
the track would be “‘a fine lega- 
cy for the area.”

zation without a set policy con- 
cerning sexual harassment 
“tvery vulnerable” to potential 
legal action. 

Fitzgerald said studies show 
sexual harassment is extremely 
widespread and said it would be 
“‘ludicrous’’ to assume it never 
occurs at a hospital. 

“The best estimate is that one 
out of every two women will be 
harassed at some point i 
her academic or working life,”” 
she said. 

“I don’t know of that many 
studies, but. based on word of 
mouth, I'd say nurses are tre- 
mendously vulnerable to sexual 
harassment.” 

Fitzgerald said the sexual 
harassment of nurses is the sub- 
ject of a study being done at the 
Chicago campus of the Universi- 
ty of Illinois. 

Although women have never 
made up a large percentage of 
steelworkers, Davis said, ‘“There 
were women steelworkers at 
Laclede Steel when I started in 
1950 and we have always had 
them, as far as I know.” 

Davis said that most of the 
sexual harassment complaints 
through the years have involved 
men using foul language, mak- 
ing vulgar remarks, or posting 
vulgar posters or pin-up pic- 
tures. 

Until the Thomas hearings this 
year by the U.S. Senate Judicia- 
ry Committee, he said, “I never 
realized how widespread it is. I 
could not have guessed by the 
numbers of complaints’ I’ve 
seen.” 

Fitzgerald said 97 out of 100 
incidents of sexual harassment 
go unreported and that most 
women have chosen to “‘ignore it 
and hope that it will go away. 
Women fear retaliation, loss of 
career opportunities and simply 
not being believed.” 

Faced with that type of infor- 
mation after the Hill-Thomas 
hearings, Davis said, the Steel- 
workers union decided to pre- 
pare a pamphlet for its locals 
and members, designed to edu- 
cate both men and women about 
the identification and reporting 
of sexual harassment, 

Although never “‘overwhelming 
in number,’’ Davis said, com- 
pine of sexual harassment 
ave sometimes put the union in 
a curious position. 

“We had one recent case, in 
the district, not necessarily 
Granite City, where a male 
member of the union was sexual- 
ly harassing a female member,” 
Davis said. .“‘We found ourselves 
in the unusual position of 
demanding that the male be 
fired, while the company was in 
the position of defending the job 
of a member of our bargaining

Fitzgerald agreed that unions 
can find themselves in very diffi- 
cult situations dealing with sex- 
ual harassment. 

She said that teachers unions, 
which have been leaders in fac- 
ing the problem, often find them- 
selves responsible for the 
defense of both parties in a com- 
plaint. 

Still, Fitzgerald said, women 
represented by unions may have 
a better chance of getting a fair 
hearing of a sexual harassment 
complaint than women who are 
not. 

A California study cited by 
Fitzgerald noted that, in 1986, 
half of the women who filed a 
formal sexual harassment com- 
plaint were fired and another 
quarter of them resigned due to 
pressures related to the com- 
plaint. 

That, Davis said, ‘‘did not hap- 
pen with union employees.” 

Fitzgerald agreed: ‘‘There is 
no doubt that there are great 
advantages to having a griev- 
ance procedure that is indepen- 
dent of the company’s supervi- 
sors. "”

Fitzgerald said she realizes 
“no means no” sounds simplis- 
tic, “‘sort of like Nancy ea- 
gan,” who recommended ‘‘just 
Say no”’ to drug abuse. But Fitz- 
gerald said it (no means no) 
really is a profound statement 
that goes right to the heart of 
the matter. 

“It answers the question, ‘Who 
gets to define the situation?’ It’s 
not sexual harassment until the 
woman says no,”” she said. 

“But, at the point where the 
woman says no, the ballgame 
changes — it’s now sexual 
harassment.”” 

One of the problems, Fitzger- 
ald said, is that some people 
seem to think that ‘‘once a wom- 
an says yes to anything, she can 
never say no again. It’s like that 
one yes was forever.” 

Even women sometimes have 
trouble believing the action of a 
friend or co-worker is actually 
harassment, Fitzgerald said. 

“I had a caller on a radio 
show say it made her uncomfort- 
able, but asked how it could be 
harassment, since it was a 
friend,” Fitzgerald said. 

“TI said, ‘If you got a phone 
call and the caller started talk- 
ing about ... strange things bein; 
done to strange people, you’

Edward Shepherd Mead was born April 26, 1914 in St. Louis to 
Edward Mead, an advertising salesman, and Sarah Shepherd

The last half of the 1980s saw 
a new side to Kenny Loggins, 
who will perform tonight at Fox 
Theater. 

In contrast to his acoustic 
days of the 1970s with partner 
Jim Messina and the pop-jazz 
fusion accents on his early solo 
albums, music fans discovered 
Loggins the consummate pop 
craftsman. 

Such rocking hit songs to mo 
ie soundtracks as “‘Footloose., 
and “‘Danger Zone’’ (from “‘Top 
Gun”) had placed him squarely 
in the category of arena-filling 
pop star. 

Those tunes gave him the sat- 
isfaction of knowing he could 
craft hit songs. But ins, ina 
recent interview, said by the 
time he began work on his new 
album, ‘‘Leap Of Faith,’’ he 
wanted something more. 

“T had gotten too far from my 
own heart,”’ he said. “‘The time T 
made ‘Back to ‘Avalon’ (Loggins’ 
most recent album, released in 
1988), I was barely on that 
record. And I think the reason 
the record didn’t do well was it 
was other people’s music with 
me singing it and other people 
producing it.’” 

But even longtime fans, who 
know such heartfelt tunes as 
“This Is It,” ““Danny’s Song”’ or 
“Celebrate Me Home,”’ may be 
startled at just how personal 
Loggins gets on “‘Leap of 
Faith.” The album, in part, 
chronicles his split’ from his 
wife, Eva, and the beginning of 
an even ‘greater love with a 
nutrition counselor from Santa 
Barbara. Calif., named Julia 
Cooper. 

Loggins explained the evolu- 
tion of the ‘‘Leap Of -Faith’’ 
album this way: 

“It was sparked pretty much 
by that part of my show where 
I'll sit on the edge of the stage 
and do a couple of acoustic tunes 
and create a real one-on-on 
atmosphere with an audience, 
Loggins said. ‘And so I started 
writing more acoustic guitar 
music. 

“‘Simultaneously with that, a 
couple of conclusions had come 


er was that artistically I felt 
that I had never really commit- 
ted myself to making the record 
of my life 

“I wanted every song on the 
album to matter to me the way 
‘Celebrate’ of ‘This Is It’ matter 
to me,’" he said: ‘‘And that 
meant ‘holding out for the more 
meaningful lyries and forcing 
myself to go in and write that 
stuff down.” 

Loggins’ separation occurred 
about halfway through the song- 
writing for ‘‘Leap of Faith.”” He 
said he had completed several 
tracks for the album, including 
“The Real Thing,’ about a 
father explaining to his children 
the reasons for their parents’ 
breakup, and “‘Now or Never,” 
which captures the moment 
when a man realizes he must 
reinvent his life in order to find 
true happiness. 

Soon thereafter, he fell in love 
with Cooper, and’this event add- 
ed a new dimension to the work 
in progress. 

Loggins said he had known 

Cooper for six years before they 
became involved. Yet at the 
time of his separation two years 
ago he had no idea their friend- 
ship would change into love. All 
he knew, Loggins said, was he 
needed to radically change his 
life and begin a search for a 
deeper, truer love somewhere 
else. 
“That first verse (of the song 
Leap of Faith”) lays it all out. 
‘From the mountain he could 
watch it all burn/Welcome 
friend to the point of no 
return,’’’ Loggins said. ‘‘I knew 
I'd hit it. I knew I was there, 
and all that was left was to burn 
everything down and see what 
happened. 

“J think that’s important, 
especially in that people tend to 
stay in their relationship until 
another one comes along,’’ he 
said. “‘And what ‘Leap of 1’ 
is about is following your intu- 
ition, following your heart and 
doing what your heart needs, 
whether or not there's something 
better. There are no insurance 
policies here.” 

As that statement. suggests, 
“Leap Of Faith” does not paint 
a fairy tale picture of love. As
